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1 . The amendment to the claims filed on July 20, 2004 does not comply with the 
requirements of 37 CFR 1.121(c) because applicant's amendment does not indicate all 
changes relative to the immediate prior version of the claims by the required markings, 
as set forth in 37 CFR 1.121 (c)(2). For example, in claim 1 , at line 25 of item (c) of the 
claim. Applicant has deleted a recitation of "G" and inserted a recitation of "U"; however, 
neither the deletion nor the insertion are indicated by the required markings. 
Amendments to the claims filed on or after July 30, 2003 must comply with 37 CFR 
1.121(c) which states: 



(c) Claims, Amendments to a claim must be made by rewriting the entire claim 
with all changes (e.g., additions and deletions) as indicated in this subsection, except 
when the claim is being canceled. Each amendment document that includes a change 
to an existing claim, cancellation of an existing claim or addition of a new claim, must 
include a complete listing of all claims ever presented, including the text of all pending 
and withdrawn claims, in the application.
